12/1/63 information received from CIA indicated that 

Cubana Airline Flight from Mexico City to Cuba was delayed from 

5PM-10PM - awaiting unidentified passenger. 




individual arrived at 9:30PM. Boarded Cubana flight without 
passing through Customs - travelled in cockpit to Cuba and did 
not mingle with passengers. 
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X7hen queried by SSC in 1/7 6 the CIA indicated that had no 
info on any followup regarding the above. 

In the section perused, Gilberto Policarpo Lopez is referred to 
as the Cuban American. I 
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Cuban American information originated from CIA to FBI who did a 
followup "of sorts". One CIA source alleged that the Cuban 
American was "involved" in the assassination; followup was not 
part of FBI work for the Warren Commission. 



CIA info: Cuban American passed from Texas to Mexico 11/23/63; ^

Immediately after the assassination of JFK the border had been 

closed by Mexico - it was reopened on 11/23/63. CIA knew this. I 
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Cuban American arrived Mexico City 11/25/63. 

11/27/63 -the Cuban American departed on Cubana flight to Havana; jjj 

He had Cuban "courtesy visa” and expired US passport. He was *

the only passenger aboard the flight with a crew of nine. f

3/64, CIA reported a source alleged the Cuban American received a permitS 

to enter Mexico on 11/18/63 while he was in Tampa; same source B 

m 

said the Cuban American was "involved" in the assassination.. 

No followup indicated by CIA except to ask State. 

FBI investigation of Cuban American after unusual travel — 
terminated with Warren Commission report and Cuban American was 
in Cuba, outside FBI jurisdiction. 



Following taken by SSC from FBI feports -on the Cuban American: 
Applied for US passport at U.S. consul office in Havana in 6/60. 
Stated mother was American citizen although moved with parents 
to Cuban when very young; she married Cuban national. Cuban 
American born 1940. ^ 

7/60 - Cuban American obtained US passport, valid through 1/63. 
Asked Cuban permi-sion to return to Cuban 5/62; Cuban American's 
cousin said Cuban American travelled there after 5/62- 
8/62 - Cuban American married an American woman; lived at Key West 
until 6/63 - then moved to Tampa. 8/63 wife moved back to Key West; 
**ribal problems. Cxiban American characterized as pro-Castro. . 



Cuban American -told sources that he left Cuba to avoid sdlitary service 
hnt .be registered with US draft 7/29/60 at Key ttest shortly after arri-m 
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2/62 classified 4*F; language barrier: doctor certificate 
that he had grand mal epilepsy. Same FBI sources said Cuban American 
returned Cuban in 1963 because feared draft; some say health 
problems; others because of worry for parents. 



FBI source said Cuban American’s brother in Cuban military and 
studied in Sdviet Union. 



11/17/63 - Cuban American at home of member of the Tampa Chapter 
of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee; some talk of waiting for 
important call from Cuba; getting "go ahead order" which would 
enable him to leave U. S statement that Cuban American was refused 
travel back to Cuba. * JFK had several public appearances in Tampa on 
11/18/63. 

11/20/63 - Mexican Tourist Card issued to Cuban American by Honorary 



Consul in Tampa. 

11/23/63 entered Mexico at Nuevo Laredo (not listed as driver when 
crossed border; possible conclusion he was a passenger). 



12/63 monthly meeting of Tampa FPCC - woman said called Cuban at 
SAM - learned that Cuban American arrived safely via Texas and 
Mexico. 1/64 sane woman reportedly siad that Cuban American 
borrowed 6190 before left for Mexico. 9/64 FBI source said 
acquainted with Cuban American and said be borrowed $150 but - 
repaid only $25. ■ 

*/64 another FBI source said that as of 9/64 Cuban American not working 
.4a Cuba but passing time playing doednoas. _ ' L 
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Above indicated as extent of FEI and CIA investigation on ‘ 
items . 

12/63 CIA did chech US passport office file after Mexico 
station requested it. 5/64 defector from Cuban intelligence 
was queried with negative results. 

FBI had told Warren Commission that Tampa chapter of FPCC had 
16 members in 1961; and was active in 5/63. Did NOT mention 
Cuban American or FPCC meetings of 11/63 dr 12/63. 



Already indication of Oswald and Tampa FPCC connection when 
Oswald seeking to establish FPCC chapter in New Orleans. * SSC 
indicates this had bcrne ir.vestication.
